Claims 1-25 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art fails to 
teach an optical input device based on movement of an object and the device relative to 
each other, among other features, comprising: a module having a transparent window 
and accommodating at least one optical sensor unit including a laser with a laser cavity 
for generating a measuring beam; converging means for converging the measuring 
beam in an action plane and for converging measuring beam reflected by the object in 
the laser cavity to generate a self-mixing effect in the laser; and measuring means for 
measuring the result of the self-mixing effect which effect is determined by the 
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movement, characterized in that the converging means are adapted to provide a self- 
mixing effect that is smaller than a possible maximum but larger than a detection 
threshold for an extended range of distance between the object and the device window.
